He only met MC CORD once, this being approximately 
three weeks ago. This meeting came about as a result of 
a telephone call which he received from MC CORD at his home. 
MC CORD, (hiring the conversation, told him that he might 
have something for him. PAIR, always interested in such a 
proposal, arranged to meet with MC CORD* \j^ 

About a week later PAIR conferred with MC CORD

At this point, DAIR became somewhat evasive and 
vague in responding to questions, and some questions he 
declined to answer. When pressed for specifics, he 
stated that following the interview with MC CORD (this 
interview was conducted solely between the two men with 
ho one else taking part in it}, DAIR met the highly placed 
Republican Party member in MC CORD' e office and spoke to 
him about the job. This man wanted PAIR to act as his

He terminated employment with the Republican National 
Conmittee because of personal differences with MARTHA DUNCAN, 
an Assistant to ROBERT OYDLE (phonetic), the Personnel Manager 
on January 1, 1972, and worked full time for the bonk until 
the last week of April or the first week in May of this

He is currently employed by Hermage Creative Printers 
located at 9th and H Streets, North West, Washington, D. C. 
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The only thing he knows about HC CORD’s current 


difficulties with the law is what he has been reading in the 
newspapers and hearing on the radio and television.

He stated Diversified Products, Inc., deals in the 
sale and/or leasing of battery operated portable telephones, 
normally installed in automobiles. He originally met JAMES 
WALTER MC CORD in his (MC CORD's) office, Rockville, Maryland, 
in January, 1972, through BENJAMIN PEEK, Integrated Systems 
Technology, Garland, Texas, manufacturer of above-described 
portable telephones. At this time, MC CORD was considering 
buying or leasing a unit to be installed in one of the 
National Republican Committee's cars, presumably to be used by 
JOHN MITCHELL, Campaign Manager for the Re-election of 
President Nixon. This sale or lease was contingent on the 
committee's approval. At this time, PEEK left one of his 
units with MC CORD on a trial basis. He (DENHARDT) telephoned 
MC CORD on numerous occasions, but was told by MC CORD that the 
committee had not approved the purchase or leasing of the unit. 

In February, 1972, he went to MC CORD's office and ’ 
picked up PEEK'S unit and left one of his units with MC CORD 
for further trial use, in hopes the committee would approve 
the purchase of same, which was in the amount of $2,795.\^^ 

He again returned to MC CORD's office in March, 1972, 
and picked up his unit, but MC CORD was not in at the time.

He is the only security officer on duty during 
these shifts and Is responsible for handling after hours telephone

LINAMEN retired from the U. S. Marine Corps as a 
Master Sergeant, Service #332808, on December 17* 1971, and 
In September, 1971, prior to his retirement, entered his nose 
on a federal lob referral register for retired and ex-military 
servicemen.

Hr, GALE advised that he had no knowledge of the breakin 
at Democratic National Headquarters at the Watergate Building in 
Washington, D. C. on the weekend on June 17. 1972, or the attempted 
bugging of those headquarters, other than wnat he had read in the 
’ newspapers, GALE advised that he is a volunteer worker for the 
Republican National Committee for the present time, end that he 
will begin full-time employment with the Republican National Com¬ 
mittee on July 1, 1972, He was asked if be was involved with 
security arrangements with the Republican National Committee, and * 
he answered that originally, he was supposed to handle security for 
the Republican National ^Committee, but that he had taken on other 
duties in "programming?' for the Republican National Cc&v^htlcun. -*%, 

He said that security duties currently are being handled by THOMAS 
C. MC ANDREWS, and that he. Mr. GALE, occasionally assists MC ANDREWS 
in these matters. GALE said that programming duties consist of 
making hotel reservations and handling administrative details for 
the Republican National Committee. 

GALE stated that he is an Executive Assistant to RICHARD 
HERMAN, who is Vita-Chairman in Charge of Arrangements, and that 
HERMAN, in turn works for ROBERT DOLE. Chairman of the Republican 
National Cocmlttee. GALE further advised that HERMAN 1s Chairman 
of the Board of Herman Brothers Trucking Company In Nebraska. GALE 
said neither he nor his associates have been involved in any electron¬ 
ic bugging, and that he knows of noone who has been Involved in 
such activities. He said he is well aware that bugging is a Federal 
violation with stiff penalties. He was asked If he ever discussed 
bugging with anyone, and he replied that electronic sweeps of 
Republican Offices were discussed some time ago as part of security 
measures: but to his knowledge, none were ever conducted, and he 
said he is not aware of any individual who could be hired to conduct 
such sweeps. 

Mr. GALE further advised that he has been working "on the 
road** and that he has no office in Washington, D. C. Ha said that

GALE advised that he has read about the breakin at Demo¬ 
cratic National Headquarters in the Washington Post newspaper, and 
he was shown the June 19, 1972, issue 'of tne 'Washington Post which 
carried pictures of the five men involved, tie said tie did not 
recognize any of these men. He was then read the names of these 
five men and their aliases, and he advised he did not recognize 
any of those names. The names which were read are as follows: 

JAMES WALTER MC CORD, also known as EDWARD MARTIN; BERNARDO L. 
BARKER, also known as FRANK CARTER; EUGENIO ROLANDO MARTINEZ Y 
CREAGA, also known as EUGENIO R. MARTINEZ and GENE VALDES; FRANK 
ANTHONY FIORINI, also known as FRANK FIORINI, FRANK STURGIS, ATTILA 
FRANK STURGIS; and VIRGILLIO R. GONZALES, also known as RAOUL GOODY. 
Furthermore, GALE said he was not familiar with the name of EVERETT 
HOWARD HUNT, JR., who vas allegedly connected with the above five 
men, and he said he was not familiar with the name of DOUGLAS CADDY, 
the Washington attorney representing the above five men. Mr. GALE 
stated that he could offer no speculation as to what these men 
were trying to do or for whom they might be working.

''Helms directed’ that the letter should be retained in the file, but that 
ithiing further should be done about it and that he would take care of it. 
/Thereafter a series'-of letters were received from Mr. HaCord by Paul G~.yr.or, 
/than the Chief of Security Research Staff within the Office of Security. 

These letters were received by Mr. Gaynor at his home. Each letter was 
promptlv brought to the attention of Mr. Helms. The thrust of these letters 
was that tr.e Caruttee to Re-elect the President and high officials within 
the Nixon Administration were planning to blame the CIA for the Watergate 
break-in. Mr. Helms directed that these letters not be referred to the 
Justice Department and that he would take care of them. Mr. Osborn recalls 
being present when the matter was discussed with the General Counsel of the 

CIA, Mr. Houston, who advised that the CIA was not obligated to reveal these 
letters to the Justice Depa rtme nt. 

^ At a much later date, Mr. Osborn gave full testimony with resoect to these 
,"i McCord letters and the actions regarding them to the Nedzi Subcommittee of 
House Appropriations Committee and to the counterpart Senate Subcommittee. 

2. The Pennington Matter : For many vears a man named Lee Pennington, a former 
FBI agent, has been retained bv the CIA as a confidential informant. His 
compensation from the CIA has been $250 per month. Mr. Osborn stated that he 
has no idea what kind of information has ever been supplied to the Agency by 
Mr. Pennington in exchange for the compensation paid him. 

In Aug ust 1972 Mr. Osborn was on vacation during the time his deputy^^dpl 
40^1 was in charge of the Offioe of Security. (The Office of Security had 
Been designated by the DC I as the liaison with all other governmental agencies 
and departments relating to Watergate matters.) 

While Mr. Osborn was on vacation an FBI agent named Arnold Parham contacted 
the Office of Security and requested information on a man sinplv named 
"Pennington". The request was directed to Steve Kuhn of the Offioe of 
Security, fir. Kuhn's ieputy, Hollis Whitaker, took the request of agent 
Parham asked whether th e FBI sh ould be given the names 

of both Penningtons or just one of them. instructed Whitaker that 

Parham should be supplied only with the name of Cecil Pennington, a re tired_ 
employee of the CIA, who was not related in any wav to Lee Pennington. 
instructed Whitaker that Lee Pennington's name should not be given to Parham. 


_ lid have known that James McCord while he was employed in the 

Office of Security had acted as the case officer for Lee Pennington, that 
McCord was involved with the Watergate break-in, and that the FBI was really 
interested in Lee Pennington. 


Mr. Osborn states that all of the above information came to his attention in 
February 1974 and that he had no knowledge of it until that time.

;e Pennington And a man named were the only two confidential 

informants who Osborn can think of who were empleveed as such by the Office 
of Security during his tenure with that office. (This is in addition to 
CIA employees and the employees of propriet y inves tiga ting corr panipq who 
have been used as informants.) 




(Mr. Penninoton was apparently terminated as a CIA informant on December 31, 
1973.) Mr. Osborn states that he "started action"^to terminate ^K^in 
about January or February 1974. He thoucht that^BBfc had never Provided 
anything to the Office of Security and that it was "no time to have a domestic 
informant." 


Both Pennington and^HDpt held been informants for tie Office of .Security for 
many years. They had'Been retained in that capacity even before Mr. Osborn 
became Deputy Director of Security in 1963. 

In February 1974 in connection with a search of files in the Office of Security 
some indication was turned up that Mr. Osborn had been informed in January P' ’ 
< about the fact that Lee Pennington had entered the hone and the office of 
James McCord at the request of Mrs. McCord on January 22, 1972, to locate and 
destroy records which would have revealed a "link" between fir. McCord and the 
CTA. Mr. Osborn denies that he received any such information. The informa¬ 
tion was allegedly given to him by Paul Gaynor, Chief of Security Research, in 
• the Office of Security. 

Mr. Gaynor retired in 1973 at the request of Mr. Osborn, who had been directed 
to cut a GS-16 from his staff in a Dersonnel reduction move. He states that 
Mr. Gaynor accepted this request gracefully and retired. 

Osborn and Gaynor have never discussed with each other the subject of Lee 
Pennington or the deception practiced on the FBI in August 1972. Osborn ck>»s 
not think that Gavnor opened up the subject, but he does believe that Gaynor 
has testified before either one of the Congressional ccrmuttees investigating 
Watergate or the Special Prosecutor's Office. 

After Mr. Gaynor retired, Lou Vasaly of the Office of Security has handled 
contacts with and Pennington. 

In January or February 1974 Mr. Osbom sent Sid ney Steinbridge of the Office 
of Security to New York to terminate 

Lee Pennington died in the fall oi 1974 of natural causes. He was in his 
middle 70's. 
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Assistance to E. Howard Hunt re Ellsberg Break-In 

Mr. Osbom states that the Office of Security had no involvement whatever 
with the assistance rendered by the CIA to Mr. Hunt in connection with 
the break-in of the offices of Ellsberg's psychiatrist and that he had 
no knowledge of that matter prior to the break-in. He is new acquainted 
with the White House request made to General Cushman for assistance to 
Mr.Hunt in 1971. He is also now'familiar with the fact that the CIA 
provided to Mr. Hunt disguise equipment, false identification papers, 
and a camera , in response to the White House request. He also now knows 
that Mr. Hunt arranged for the development of the photographs which he 
had apparently taken on the occasion of the break-in at the office of 
Mr. Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 

In 1971 Mr. Osbom received a request from Mr. Young at the White House 
for the psych'>logical profile on Daniel Ellsberg. He says that Mr. Young 
stated that the White House had been very pleased with the profile which 
had been developed by the CIA on Fidel Castro and would like the sane 
kind of profile on Ellsberg. 

Osbom stated that he responded to Young that the CIA personnel had a 
areat deal of biographical material on Ellsberg. Young assured Osbom 
that the White House would provide material on Ellsberg. Osbom re¬ 
sponded that such a request would have to be approved by the DCT, 

Mr. Helms. 



Osbom then took the matter to Mr. Helms, who approved the proiect and 
told him to provide the renuested assistance to Young. 

Young thereafter sent materials from time to tine to Osbom relating to 
Ellsberg. It was Osborn's impression that these materials were very 
fragarrentary and would not be sufficient to provide a meaningful psycho¬ 
logical profile . Nonetheless, the recruest and the materials were 
turned over to the doctors at CIA and a draft of a profile was ultimately 
worked up. Mr. Young did not appear to be very well nleased with the 
draft.
